Along in the thirties there stood on 
Columbia street, where Stockbridge's 
look store now stands, a frame house 
whoso chief characteristic was that it was 
tainted yellow, and in the days of ita 
reshness, it had shown with great bril- 
iaucy as one of the fine and stylish 
houses of the city. But tho storms of 
many winters and the sun of as many 
lummers had fallen upon the structure 
and it soon began to bear the marks of 
unrelenting Time. It was about the 
year 1835 when this house was known as 
lie "Post House," ~beiug a tavern or 
Dublic place where man and beast might, 
•eceive attention. It was named after I 
its proprietor and owner. One night j 
during the year mentioned a stranger, ' 
neatly dressed and of good appearance 
reached the town and in answer to the 
inquiries as to where he might find lodg- 
ngs, he was directed to this place and 
there he was accomudaled. It was, in 
some manner, learned that the man had 
come west to purchase land, .and was 
supposed to have a considerable sum of 
money about his person. The skauge 
part of the affair was that he was never 
seen again, after that night. His sudden 
disappearance caused much comment 
and excitement for a time ran high as 
the days gradually passed by, and no 
trace of the missing man waa discovered, 
but no arrests were made and as no clue 
to his home or to the location or names 
of auy of his relatives could bo obtained 
{•he affair was at length forgotten for the 
time. Some tune after this occurrence 
Mr. Post, the proprietor of the establish- 
ment, died and his family moved farther 
west. Many years afterward the build- 
ing was being torn down when the work- 


ion discovered a skeleton buried by the 
ide of the wall iu the cellar, and upon 
'Xainination it was found that a nail had 
teen driven through the eye. The iu- 
erest in tho old mystery was again re- 
ived but nothing further was over learned 
in regard to the matter.

. strange murder case wis reported from 
Sel river township. At thnt tune there 
wore a great number of wild hogs in the 
orest, &ud those turned out by the few 
armers of the country soon became as 
wild ns those which hnd never felt the 
restmiuts under which some now labor 
and -which is a part of the process of pre- 
paring them for market.

ANOTUER MYSTERY, 


which was never quite satisfactorily 
solved us U) whether it w«a purely acci- 
dental or not, was the killing of u young 
sou of Col. McMaluui, thirty-live or forty 
years ago. The young man, who was 
yet very young, being under twoiity-ono 
yeiirn of age, and a man named Reefer, 
were out hunting where the Itobiusou 
house now stands. That part of the city 
was then a dense thicket and game be- 
ing abundant, it was a favorite huntiug 
ground. During the day the young 
mau was shot and killed by his compan- 
ion. Keefer claimed Unit it was acci- 
dental, which may have been true, and he 
was never arrested. His complicity in 
another crime, for which he was execu- 
ted, caused some, at least, to question 
whether it was an accidental or an inten- 
tional murder. No motive, however, 
could ever bo assigned for tho murdering 
of the young man. 


A HORRIBLE MI!]1!)EH 


occurred at Bull Rapids, in Maumee 
township, in the spring of 1888. At 
that time there lived at that place a 
family named Crapo. One night two 
meu connected with the construction of 
tho canal, and another named Sweeney, 
were drinking together when Sweeney's 
companions proposed that he (Sweeney) 
should go up and enter Orapo's house.

With his mindfully made up 
as to the part, he was to play in the 
transaction, and having filled himself 
with whiskey in order to steady his 
nerves for the occasion, Sweeney went 
to the house, effected an entrance and 
went into the room whore Crapo and his 
wife were sleeping. Crapo being aroused, 
told the intruder to leave or he, would 
hurt him, but instead of complying 
Sweeney attempted to. pull Him out of 
bed, when Orapo leaped from his bed 
and plunged a knife into the breast of 
the drunken intruder. The poor man 
staggered and then fell dead in the door- 
way. 
For this act Orapo was tried 


and acquitted on the plea. of. self-de-' 
fense. 


A SUPPOSED WIPE MURDERER. 


In 1854 or '55 a man named James 


O'Brien, a resident ol the then village of 
Fort Wayne, was accused of murdering 
his wife. One day during a quarrel 
O'Brien beat her unmercifully and the 
poor woman died about twelve days later, 
on the 23d day of November, 1853. 
O'Brien waa duly arrested and placed on 
trial but after some delay Was acquitted 
by the juryv which hod been chosen 
to sit in judgement in his case.
